THE HEIR APPARENT. 


Should the Pnnce of Wales lUe the heir apparent 
to the throne of England, after Qneen \Tctorla. will 
be hts eldest son. This child is named Albert Victor 
Christian Edward.

The question of his title as King of Great Britain has 
been already canvassed by the members of the 
royal family, hts father and grandmother taking an 
anim ated part in the discussion.

This m atronly proposition was not by any 
m eans agreeable to the Pnnce of Wales notwith­ 
standing the fact that it was made tn compliment to 
her father. During his collegiate career the Prince 
imbibed a dislike to the Idea of "Germanizing Eng­ 
land,” as it was term ed by his classmates o fth e 
native aristocracy, and hence his objection to the 
Queen’s suggestion with respect to tlie new mon­ 
archical title for hifl son should he come to the 
throne. 
BIRTH OP THK CHILD. 
Prince Albert Victor, the heir apparent, was bom 
nnexpectedly on Friday, January 8, at Frogmore 
House. The Princess, his mother, had been on the 
ice during the afternoon watching a game of 
"hockey,” in Which the Prince of Wales took p a rt 
In tne evening at nine o’clock the Prince was born. 
He was a remarkably vigorous and well formed ta- 
fant, althongn his uterine age was estimated at but 
seven months. 
He wa.s christened March lo, 1864, 
in the private chapel of Buckingham Palace, and 
tlie names given him were Albert Victor Christian 
Edward, as already stated. 
The London Times, speaking of his birth, said:—

THE HORNET. 


Arrival in New York of the Captain of 


the Adventurous Cruiser. 


His Story of the TriaU and Difficulties of the 
Hornet-How She Was Detained by Spanish 
War VesseU-AlIeged Attempts at Bri. 
bery-The Conduct of tho American 
Minister at Port au Prince— 
Spanish Demands on the 
Haytien Government 


The Hornet is a paddle-wheel steam er of «20 tons, 
240 lect in length, 35 feet breadth of beam, 14 feet deep 
and draw s 10 feet of w ater when deep loaded. She is 
schooner rigged and Is furnished witn a high pres­ 
sure engine, built by Stewart, of England. 
She is 
known as one of tbe fastest boats afloat, m aking 
easily fourteen knots an hour. 
Bho was built lu 
London, Englano, in 1802, for a blockade ruuuor, 
and nam ed the “Lady Stirling.” While attem pting 
to run the blockade she was captured by tbe United 
Btates, and was then fitted up and used by the late 
President Lincoln as a yacht. Subsequently she 
was sold to some parties In New York, who had her 
Internal fittings altered and used her In trade be­ 
tween Halifax, Philadelphia and New York. 8ns- 
plciOQ being arousod as to the legitimacy of trade 
she was detained m New York for some time, but 
eventually got aw ar and went southw ard under coin- 
maud of Commodore Illgglns. 
Running luto Wll- 
mlngcou for coal she was seized by the United States 
authorities ami detained thereabout eleven months, 
but was flually released aud returned to New York 
with a cargo of rosin and turpentine. 
After dis­ 
charging her cargo, together with all the arm s and 
am m unition she had on board, sho was laid up at 
Williamsburg, and afterw ards at Hoboken, where 
she took la coal and left for Nassau in ballast, being 
placed under heavy bonds not to engage in uiogal 
traffic, General Butler becomlug oue of her bonds­ 
men. Her record since leaving, as personally stated 
by her captain. Is best told In bis own words. 
TUB CRUISE OF TBE HORNET. 
The Hornet left here in charge of a tem porary 
captain, her real com m ander Joining her at Port au 
Prince some tim e after. 
This was Captain tr. W. 
Walsman, a German by birth. 
He Is apparently a 
m an of about thlrty-flve years of age, b u t has spent 
m ost Of his life am id stlm n g scenes at sea. On 
the 7th Of December, 1870, the Hornet’s clearance 
papers were obtalnea, and on the 9th sho left New 
York bound for Nassau In ballast. 
Owing to some 
representaUons m ade by the Spanish Consul that 
she was intended for contraband trade with Cuba 
she was detained for a short time, but everything 
appearing 
regular 
she 
was 
allowed 
to de­ 
part. 
She got 
to 
Nassau 
on 
the 
liili ot 
D ecember and there tried to obtain coal, but was 
refused by the British authorities, under the advice 
of the Spanish Consul. When the Hornet arrived 
a t Nassau a Spanish gunboat was lying thero, 
b ut leit during the day of the 16th, the Horuei 
leaving about two hours after, when sho was con­ 
voyed outside the harbor by the British man-of-war 
Philomel. 
On leaving her convoy, the Hornet 
steam ed directly for Port au Pnuoe, where she ar­ 
rived on the 18ih, wlttioat having seen auvthiiig 
m ore or the Spanish gunuoat. 
While at P o riau 
Piince the Hornet tooK in two hundred tons of 
coal, anil left on the 23d for Asplujvall, am vibg 
there on tbe 27th. 
The coal she had obtained 
at Port au Prince bolog of a very interior quality 
she dtscuarged the 
greater portion of it at 
Aapinwall and took in 16o tons ot a belter kind, and 
cleared Irom there for Port an Prince on the 31st. 
On the etu ol January of this year the Hornet had to 
run Into the Hay of riburon for the purpose of re­ 
pairing Her boiler, the tubes ot which had become 
leaky. Tins it was loumi impossible to do efficiently, 
so some of the tubes were olngged up, and she left 
the Bay of Tiburón for Port au Prince, where she 
arrived on the lui h. 
THE DlKFICriA'IRS OF THE HORNET. 
As soon us the Hornet arrived at Port au Prince 
abe was put in snape lor lliorough repairs; the 
boiler, tuues and all her luaohiuery was ovorüauled, 
and 11 was found necessary to send to Now York for 
tubes, the old ones being too much worn to allow 
of repairing. Tnat entailed a leugthy delay, conao- 
quently the greater p art of the crew was dlscnarged. 
The work of repairing was pushed lorward bruiiiy, 
ont It was necessary to wait lor the new tubes to 
come from New York. Meanwhile other complica- 
Hons arose. On the 2lst ot January tbe Isabella 
Católica, a «panlsh man-of-war. arrtveil In the har­ 
bor of P ort au Prince, and her oomuiander immedi­ 
ately com municated witn tbe Soanlsh Minisior 
Olivera, wiio in turn sent word to the United States 
Minister, Mr. Bassett, m at the Hornet had been con­ 
demned by a bpanish court a t Havana; that she was 
held as a pirate, aud her officers and crew would 
be 
all treated 
as pirates. 
No more 
official 
noUoe 01 any acUou on the part ofthe .spanisii au­ 
thorities at Havaua was given than the woro of 
tiie com m ander of the Isabella Católica. Captain 
Walsinau, of m e Hornet, entered a protest agaiust 
the demand of the Spaniard to deliver up the 
Hornet, and claimed the protection of me United 
Biatcs Miulstcr and also of the Uaytleu govern- 
ment, he being then In neutral waters. Not receiv­ 
ing 
any 
saiisiactory 
assurance of 
protection 
further than m at tho Hornet should not be forci­ 
bly taken out of the harbor, and Hnding that 
the Isabella Católica sent out picket boats, me 
flrst ntght she anchored lu tbe harbor, Captain 
W alsman determ ined logo to New York, well know­ 
ing It would require considerable tune to put the 
Hornet in proper sea-gomg trim, and from a desire 
to save the owners of the Hoi net all the expenso he 
could. Consequently the day after the 
arrival 
Of 
tbe 
Isabella 
Católica, 
Captain 
Wals- 
man, 
after 
receiving 
the 
assurance of 
tne 
Haytien 
governm ent 
and 
of 
the 
United 
Suites 
Minister, 
that 
the Hornet, while In 
m e harbor of P ort au Prtnoe should be fnliy pro­ 
tected, loft for New York. Meanwhile the Hornet, 
although unmolested, was closely watched by the 
bpanlsh man-ot-war, whicn nightly sent out picket 
boats Jor the purpose of preventing her going to 
aea, althongU It was well known at the time tbat 
sue was not In a condition to do so. 
ATTEMIT TO BKIBK THE CAFTAIN OF THE HORNET. 
On me 24ih of March last Captain Walsman i-e- 
cclved instructions Irom the owner of the Hornet 
to return to Port au Prlnoe, aud he accordingly 
left Immediately, arriving at that place oa the 4th 
of April by the steam er City ol Port au Prince, 
He then took entire command, and found the 
Isabella Católica still there, watching tho Hornet, 
and also heard that they hud ihroatenea to seize her 
or blow her up. He renewed his api)llcatlon lor pro­ 
tection, and was again assured of it by the Haytien 
goverumeut and the United stales Minister. The 
firm stand taken by Capiain Walsman and by the 
Haytien governm ent probably deterred the Spanish 
from taking any overt act of aggression, so they 
meanly resorted 
to 
bribery. 
On the I2th of 
AprU Captain Walsman was approached oy Mr. 
M nrpt^. chief engineer or the Iw belia Católica 
and offered from ten to tweuty-flve thousand dol- 
lars to sink, burn or blow up tbe Hornet. Captain 
Walsman promptly replied ibat he was not in the 
m arket for any such business. Alterwards, on 
May 2, offers were made lo some of ice q uarter­ 
m asters of tbe Hornet tbat they should receive 
15,000 to Bluk or blow up the Hornet. They also 
were unapproaonable. although every assurance 
was given m at me money abould be deposited 
In a safe place In the city. 
It was then said by 
the Conimaudei of the Isabella Católica, and oy the 
Hpaulsh Mluister, that If they could not buy tho 
Hornet they would take her by force, bearing wntoh 
Captain Wgisman again renewed his application to 
the Haytien government ter protectldii; anil also 
applied to Mr. Bassett for a United btates war vea- 
■el to support the dlgulty of the flag he sailed 
finder. Altiiough be received assurances of sup­ 
port from ihe Haytien government, .\Ir. Bassett icra- 
lortzed, and, In etlect, would not send for a vessel 
o protect the Uqruet, he at me time being under 
the Impression, from what be nad iieard irom the 
Spanish Minister and not from official information, 
that the u ci net had been outlawed. 
another SPANISH War vesset. 
About the 12th of May tno Spanub steam frigate 
PUarru arrived at Port an Prince lo relieve Uie 
Isabella Católica, which left on tho I6th. The com- 
md« 
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the cutter, and the crews of tne picket boats m ence- 
forth went out nlghiiy fully armed, 
ANOTllHR PROTEST. 
Seeing such warllKe preparations, and hearing the 
openly expresaed threats of the .Spaniards to sink 
or tilow up the a ore >t, Captain W'alsmun again made 
complaint to the liaytteu povenim ent and also lo 
j;he United .States Minister about the armed boats in 
the neutral wau-rs of the bay and about the Hornet. 
As usual, Ml. Bassett did nothing, but the Haytien 
government acti:<l promptly. They at once notlfle»! 
the Spaniards that they were violating neutrality and 
len t out arm ed ooais from a man-of-war then 
Jn 
harnor and 
the 
harbor m aster’s boats to 
revent any outrage or collision. The Hornet had 
ow been lying for several monibs in the water, 
ind as her bottom was hecomlng covered with bar- 
haclea captain Walsman determined to take advan­ 
tage of his enforced del.ay and clean her. 
He ac­ 
cordingly discharged the greater quantity of coal 
ho had on boar<l on Fort Ulaud aud had tbe ship 
raised and her bottom thoioughly scraped and 
cleaned.

The liornei now being 
completely ready for sea her capiain applied for and 
obtained clearance papers lor New York; but when 
Mr. Bassett was asked to insure protection to her he 
declined, on the ground that he hod been told she 
wosouiiawed. C'apiain Wfllsman immediately de­ 
manded to know why he was allowed still to fly the 
American flag and why his clearance papers lately 
granted were not lorfeited. 
This waa a poser lor Mr. Bassett, who. upon the 
earnest ana repeated demands of the captain, wrote 
to Hamana Bay for a war vessel to watch the 
Hornet. 
THE ÜNITEO .STATES STEAMER. 
In response lo Mr. Bassett’s aiipiioatlon, the 
United «lates war steamer sw atara, captain AUen 
In command, arrived on the 2ist of Heptamber and 
auehored some distance outside the lutrbor. Cap­ 
tain Walsman, liiiiucdiately on tiie arrival of me 
Swataro, called on Ca;iialn Allen, and togotlior

INTERVIEW WITH THE CAPTAIN OF THE HORNET. 
As the Hornet wa.s now ready for sea, her captain 
determ ined to go out lu order to test tne new buUers 
that had been put in, and accordingly on the 27th of 
Bepteinber, at nine A. M., they got up steam aud 
prepared to leave. In face of the threats that had 
been made tins was a bold proceeding, which will 
best be rola in the captaiu’.s own words.

About a month after th* ^ a r r o arrived the 
Hornet had her uew boilers in, and was made 
ready lor sea; but it was late in July belore she was 
lUite fit to put out, aud she then laid for some

if the Hornet left. The Spaniards openly declared 
they would burn or blow up tho vessel that so cou­ 
rageously defied them if she m ade any movement.

Mr. M. M. VyiiL, Secretary of the Nineteenth 
W^ard Railroad Rcfurm Assoclatlou, took tho floor, 
and after describing the organization of his associa­ 
tion referred to the num erous accidents and loss 
of life on the line of Fourth avenue. There were 
about eighty trains per day pas.«lng over me ave­ 
nue, BO that one pas.ses every mtceu minutes, and 
86,000 passengers are carried dally. 
Tho railroad 
companies of the city, ho declared, were a disgrace 
to it. The streets are owned by the city and tho 
roads had been granted the right to lar tracks for 
the convenience of the public; out they proved to 
be lor me convenience of the companies. 
He char­ 
acterized mo Tliird avenue company as one of the 
worst, and wished the 
President 
was present 
so tnat he could excoriate him. Uls cars wore 
fllthy, full 
of lice and breeded more disease 
than all the pest houses ot the city. The people 
have some rights, and they were bound to have 
them respected. 
The m om ent these corporations 
encroached upon their liberties the people would 
arise In their m ight and hurl tho corporations Irom 
power. Tho Ilariem Railroad com pany had got 
the right of way free, and wo shonld havo some 
benoflt from It instead of a nuisance. 
Every one of 
tbe acta of the Legislature provides that the Legis­ 
lature shall have tho right lu repeal them. The 
people can take away every privilege given them. 
Here the speaker branclieil out Into a peroration

G ain s.—The Spaniards bad an election yester­ 
day for members of the Cortes. 
It was what 
would be termed a general election in Eng- 
land. 
The returns have been reported to us 
in the aggregate, by cable, as they reached 
Madrid last night. 
They Indicate that tbe re­ 
publicans have gained an accession of strength 
to their former force 
in 
the Legislature. 
This new power comes chiefly from the muni­ 
cipal or civic centres—the historic fountains 
and depositories of democracy and liberty in 
tbe 
renioBula. 
Tbe 
republicans 
carried 
twenty-three out of forty-eight of the pro­ 
vincial capitals and forty-eight of tbe smaller 
towna. 
Thus do the Spaniards continue to 
draw tbe Hue between royalism and foreign 
kingcraft and radicalism and home rule still 
more distinctly every day. 


The Quacks o f E ngland to Qukkn Vio- 
lOBiA.—The telegraph line which communi­ 
cates between Qneen Victoria’s palace and 
Sandrlugham was dosed during a portion of 
the day yesterday. 
This action was forced 
on the members of the royal 
household, 
for the reason that tbe line was burdened with 
meesages forwarded by quack doctors to the 
Queen tendering medical advice for the benefit 
of the Prince of Wales. 
The persistency of 
tbe Brltleh professional quack is proverbial 
the world over. 
They may seek to excuse It 
In the present instance under the cover of a 
loyal anxiety tot tbe recovery of tbe patient. 
Perhaps they will attempt to Justify it by his- 
(orioal precedent, and allege that during tbe 
reign of Queen Elizabeth the gypsy quack 
doctor Wayland Smith cured tbe Duke of 
Sussex, Her M ijesty’s famous Master of tbe

Although tbe Prince of Wales still lingers 


bdtween life and death, the latest accounts of 


his condition leave no room to hope for his re­ 


covery from tbe disease by which he has been 
stricken down in the vigor of his manhood. 
The prostration that followed fhe more violent 
stages of tbe fever has continued so long as 
to leave a fatal termination almost certain. 
A great nation already mourns him as dead. 
The people are waiting breathlessly for the 
conflrmatlon of their worst fears. 
The palace 
is in gloom. 
A wife about to be widowed 
weeps and 
refuses 
comfort; 
a 
widowed 
mother, with the old wounds of her heart 
bleeding afresh, bends in anguish over the 
deathbed of ber first-born son; and helpless 
children, 
with wet 
eyes, sympathetically 
yielding to influences 
which they cannot 
explain, lend intensity to tbe all-prevailing 
sorrow. 
All our reports go to show that the eiclte- 
ment in London and throughout tbe British 
Isles is almost, if not entirely unprecedented, 
and tbe feeling is general that in tbe present 
condition of the empire the death of the heir to 
the throne will be really a national calamity. 
All kinds of stocks have gone down, and the 
money market generally is depressed. 
Wher­ 
ever, 
throughout the three kingdoms, the 
painful intelligence flashed across the tele­ 
graphic wires has been received, the hopeless 
condition of the Prinee is the one absorbing 
topic of conversation, and grief is depicted on 
every countenance. 
The importance of the 
approaching event is felt, not in the British 
Isles alone, but In every one of tbe vast and nu­ 
merous dependeDciea of the British Crown, and, 
indeed, in every great centre of population 
throughout the civilized world. 
Tbe coming 
death of the Prince is as much talked of, 
and its probable results are as much can­ 
vassed in New Y'ork and Washington, in 
Toronto and Qnebec, in Bombay and Cal­ 
cutta, In Berlin and St. Petersburg, in Paris 
and Vienna, in Rome and Constantinople, as in 
London or Liverpool, in Edinburg or Glas­ 
gow, in Dublin or Belfast. 
With tbe presence 
of death we are all more or less familiar. 
It 
is no wonderful thing that death should come 
to the palace. 
Princes are not, any more than 
peasants, exempted from the common fate of 
humanity. 
But it is cot every day that a 
Prince of Wales, the heir of the grandest of 
the European monarchies, the prospective 
o!;ief of an empire ou which tbe sun never 
ceases to shine, himself still in tbe heyday of 
life, passes away from the scenes of living 
men. The angust position of the dying Prince, 
tbe grandeur of his prospects, his youth and 
all the interesting family surroundings, lend 
to this sad event an interest and invest it with 
an importance to which no one, 
whatever 
bis race or whatever his creed, whatever his 
country or whatever bis clime, can afford to 
be indifferent. 
No such darkness has gathered over— no 
such sorrow has fallen upon tbe British gov­ 
ernment and people since the death of the 
Prince Consort in 18G1. 
Then the sorrow 
was, Indeed, deep and general; for it was felt 
that a good, a great and useful man had been 
taken away. 
It is true that Princo Albert 
was more honored in bis death than lu his 
life; 
but It is not 
less Irue 
that the 
entire body of the people bave since bad tima 
to learn bow great a calamity befell them in tbe 
death of Albert the Good. 
Much as the 
Prince of Wales will be lamented, unaffected 
as will be the tears which are shed, and 
lionest as will be the sympathy extended to 
the Princess, to the Queen and to all the 
more immediate sufferers, the general grief 
would not have 
been 
less 
sincere, 
the 
sympathy would not have been less genuine 
if the dying Priace had been more attentive to 
tbe precepts of bis father. 
Many bard things 
bave been said of the Prince during bis life­ 
time. 
It is not to be denied that some of the 
reports put luto circulation regarding bis pri­ 
vate character are true. 
It must at the same 
time be admitted that some of the reports 
are false and that many of them are exagge­ 
rated. 
He has never been much of a popular 
favorite. 
Even in bis boyhood be was less 
successful than bis brother Alfred in winning 
the public coufldence. Since his father’s death, 
but more particularly since bis marriage, he 
has shown a grievous want of discretion. 
It 
is possible tliat he has not been an offender 
above the mass ot tbe young men of his age 
and order; but be has paraded bis sins with 
an ostentatious recklessness totally unpar­ 
donable. 
Tbe memory of George the Fourth 
is not yet forgotten in England, and it has 
long been matter of public talk that all tbe 
vices of George the Fourth have been repro­ 
duced in Albert Edward, Prince of Wales. 
To-day, however, more, perhaps, for tbe sake 
of his mother and for the sake of bis young and 
beloved Princess and ber youthful family 
than for bis own, his sins are forgiven, if not 
forgotten; and tbe nation wraps itself in sack­ 
cloth and sheds its tear of sorrow as the shadow 
of tbe untimely death of its eldest son gathers 
closer and more darkly around it. 
There are many who indulge tbe hope that 
the Prince, if spared, might yet prove a 
useful and capable ruler. 
Tbe follies of 
youth do not necessarily cling to a man for­ 
ever. 
It would not be the first time in English 
history that a wayward and selflsb priace has 
cut bis coonecUoD with tbe past and put on 
the graces and virtues becomlug a royal 
station when be put on tbe crovn. 
Tbe 
stricken Prince is not without ability. 
It 
has never been claimed that bis natural talents 
are great; but neither has it ever been said 
that they are contemptible. 
It is known that 
great pains were taken with bis education. 
In this particular he was the special object of 
bis father’s care, blmseir admittedly one of 
the finest scholars of bis time, and by no 
means an unskilful Mentor. 
The best teachers 
in almost every department of education were 
secured for him; and it is well known that tbe 
special desire of bis parents, that discipline 
should be freely administered when discipline 
was necessary, was faithfully complied with. 
In due time tbe Priace went to tbe Edinburg 
University and creditably spent a sessioa 
there. 
He afterwards went 
to Oxford, 
where he attended the public lectures for 
a year. 
For 
three 
or four 
terms be 
resided at Cambridge for a similar pur­ 
pose. 
Tbe advantages of foreign travel have 
not been denied him. 
In tbe summer of 18G0 
.lie FiMtBd Mie UBited States aod Caoada; aod 


those who remember that visit will admit that 
tbe honors then paid him have been but im­ 
perfectly repeated in the case of tbe Grand 
Duke Alexis. 
In 18G2, accompanied by Dean 
Stanley, he travelled in the East, visiting 
Egypt and Palestine, and among other things 
inspecting the grave of Abraham in tbe Held of 
Macpelah. 
More than once public testimony 
has been borne to tbe fact that he is well 
read In history. 
He is a respectable linguist; 
in Greek and Latin he is fairly versed, and 
in s<^veral of tbe European tongues be can 
write with ease and grace and speak with 
fluency. 
His musical attainments are said to 
be good. 
In recent years he has given proof 
that be has inherited some of his father’s talent. 
Mid latterly he has been quite succesful in 
bis society and after-dinner speeches. 
There 
is no reason why such a man, should he be 
•pared, should not prove himself to be a popu­ 
lar and efficient ruler. 
Should it be his for­ 
tune to reach tbe throne, and should be in 
such a case realize his position and gird him­ 
self for his proper work, the British people 
would pardon the indiscretions of youth, 
and Albert the First might pass into history 
as one of the popular sovereigns of England. 
If, however, his life should be spared and no 
change should take place in hie habits, his ac­ 
cession to the throne might be attended with 
trouble and his tenure of power might be inse­ 
cure. EUs life-drama, however, is now nearly 
ended, and the English throne will probably 
never be honored or dishonored by bis occu­ 
pancy. 
The death of the Prince will be but little 
likely to make any immediate change in the 
government of Great Britain. 
The Queen 
has been prouounocd, on good authority, to 
be as capable of discharging the duties of ber 
high office as ever she was; 
and it 
is 
reasonable to take it for granted that this 
fresh sorrow, while it will stifle all discontent, 
will rally around her all ranks and classes of 
the people, and secure for her their hearty 
sympathy and support. 
If the Queen should 
on an early day desire to retire from tbe cares 
of State it will be quite as easy to appoint a 
regency if the Prince should die as it would 
be to invest him with the crown shonld he 
live. The Duke of Edinburg is more a popular 
favorite than is bis brother, and, failing the 
Duke of Edinburg, the Priucess Alexandra, 
as mother 
and guardian of the youthful 
heir apparent, would command the confidence 
of ail. 
The death of the Prince of Wales 
will be an immediate national sorrow, 
but 
it will not be regarded as an irreparable 
national loss. 
In one respect this death will 
be accepted as a world-wide lesson. 
Youth, 
strength, 
wealth, science, care and dutifnl 
hearts aod bands bave all fought for tbe pres­ 
ervation of his life; but it is almost certain 
that Death, in spite of all, will claim his 
victim and come forth tbe conqueror. 
So 
must it be 
until the 
grim and merciless 
mower shall have gathered in bis last sheaf.

Royal Fnniily of En«land and Tbeir 
Present Sorrow. 
The certainty of tbe near approach of the 
death of the Princo of Wal?s leads us na­ 
turally to think of those who will bo left 
behind to mourn his loss. 
It Is seldom that a 
death comes so directly home to so many 
nations. 
The death of the Prince of Wales 
would of course put all the Courts of Europe In 
mourning. But tbe mourning would be special 
in Berlin, in Copenhagen, 
in Athens, in 
Brussels, 
in most of the 
minor 
Courts 
of Germany and at St. Petersburg. 
After 
all, however, the chief mourners must be 
the mourners at Sandringham and Wind­ 
sor. 
Tbe Princes? Alexandra first claims 
our sympathy. 
Her 
husband 
and 
the 
father of ber little ones will soon be no 
more. 
How great the change since March 10, 
1863, when London welcomed her as London 
never welcomed a Princess before! 
Her chil­ 
dren are too young yet to fully understand 
tbeir sorrowful position. 
But fhe poor Queen, 
what shall we say of her? 
Of infirm health, 
and 
not yet 
recovered from 
the blow 
which 
she received in 
1861, when 
the 
Prince Consort died, the Queen must (eel 
that ail the consolations of religion are neces­ 
sary to enable her to bear this fresh stroke. 
How Queen Victoria, who has given abundant 
proof that she feels domestic sorrow, is to get 
over this new agony, no one can tell. 
This 
only we can say wi'b confidence, that while 
tbe courts of Europe will mourn, some of them 
formally and some of them with a genuine 
sorrow, right-thinking men and women, the 
wide world over, will feel and confess that 
two persons have a strong claim for their 
sympathy—a sympathy which they will un­ 
grudgingly give. 
These two persons are the 
Princess and the Quocn. 
Little as we care 
in this country for royalty and its surround­ 
ings we feel that Alexandra and Victoria are 
our sisters. 
Lot us 
hope that 
needed 
strength will bo given them, and that this 
heavy calamity, if it be really destined to full 
upon them, tboy will be enabled to bear. 


Crvelty to Prisoners. 
In the name of mercy, as well as justice, 
we ask, cannot something be done to lessen 
the miseries of those prisoners held in the 
Tombs and in other places of confinement 
awaiting examination and trial? 
Innocent 
and guilty, tbe hardened criminal and tbe 
novitiate, those accused of high crimes and 
those charged with petty delinquencies, ¡are all 
frequently huddled together in common cells 
until their cases are decided In tbe due and 
procrastinating process of law. 
A day or two 
since we had to chronicle tbe case of a poor 
prisoner freezing to death in one of our city 
prisons. 
Since then, we learn, the narrow 
den in which tbe deceased was confined has 
been supplied with a huge stove, and now the 
purpose of the keepers seems to be to roast to 
death instead ot freezing to death the prison­ 
ers placed under their charge, 
This is a re­ 
finement of cruelty only paralleled by tbe 
tortures pra.:tiscd by the infamous Council of 
Ten in Venice during the Dark Ages. 
It was 
the practice there to nearly freeze a victim to 
death, then restore him by casting him into a 
caldron of boiling oil or roasting tbe soles of 
his feet over a slow fire. 
Are the terrible 
tortures of the Dark Ages to be restored in this 
enlightened age ? 
We bave a Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
Can not 
we have one to prevent the torturing of 
prisoners—at IcMt until they are tried and 
found guUtaf

having them referred to committees. 
The 
States and Territories are called in tbeir 
order every Monday, and each representative 
and delegate can then set bis partlcolar little 
argosies 
afloat 
on 
tbe insweeping 
tide 
of legislation, few 
of 
them, 
fortunately, 
being destined ever to reach port or even 
to be heard of any more. 
Yesterday was 
one of those days, and tbe fleet of lltUe paper 
boats that was sent adrift was positively 
bewildering. 
Let us try to pick out and 
describe a few of them. 
First comes the stately chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, and launches 
his several ventures by which he proposes to 
supply provisions for carrying out In various 
respects clauses of the Treaty of Washington, 
upon which President Grant plumes bia admin­ 
istration so 
much. 
These may all come 
safely to port; but so mueh can hardly be said 
for another venture which be sent out in their 
wake, and which has for its aim tbe prohibition 
of American citizens residing abroad from 
owning slaves. 
How Mr. Banks oalcalates 
to bring these unreconstructed and uore- 
generate Americans within the jurisdiction 
of this government, and to make them amena­ 
ble to our laws, is a question which we do not 
care to discuss or attempt to explain. 
But 
Coogress is great, and has already tried its 
baud on legislation quite as difficult and as 
far from the scope of Its authority. 
Who, 
then, can say that it will not undertake to 
stretch oat its arm even to tbe Golden Horn, 
and punish the American Sybarite who dares 
to own, 
in the 
city of tbe 
Sultan, a 
graceful Circassian or Greek slave? 
Mr. 
Cox, always ready to cast bis mantle of 
charily over the erring, introduced a bill 
for 
general 
amnesty, withont 
exception. 
Many other members, more chary of their 
mercy, came forward with propositions for am­ 
nesty In particular cases, while in the Senate 
the (General Amnesty bill, passed by the 
House at the last session, was reported back 
from tbe Committee on Disabilities with a re­ 
commendation for its passage. 
It lies over for 
the present. 
But let us here repeat the hope, 
which we have so often expressed, that a 
clean sweep be made of the matter, and that 
not a single person be left to complain of our 
government for any lack of generosity. 
It is 
mean and impolitic to make any exceptions, or 
to puaish any man, of high or low degree, for 
participating in a rebellion which -was the 
work of the whole Southern people. 
Among the other House bills deserving a 
passing notice was one introduced by Mr. Kil- 
linger, of Pennsylvania, looking to a whole­ 
sale governmental reformation in the railroad 
system of the counRy; one by Mr. Butler, of 
Massachusetts, to secure and protect \fxo free­ 
dom of travel and commerce within the 
United States, which means, we suppose, to 
give colored people the entrée to the grand 
saloons of the Sound and Hudson River 
steamboats and to the palace cars of Pullman ; 
one by Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, to pro­ 
tect tbe elective franchise, and one by Mr. 
Negley, of Pennsylvania, to prohibit the col­ 
lection of harbor, port or pilotage fees by 
virtue of State or municipal authority. 
Va­ 
rious propositions to amend tbe constitution 
were also ¡made—one by Mr. MoNegley, of 
Illinois, depriving Congress of the power 
to raise taxes by imposts or excise, but only 
by direct tax on property, such lax to be 
assumed, collected and paid by the States 
respectively, at their option, and one by Mr. 
King, of Missouri, to prohibit miscegenation, 
and to authorize the States to provide for the 
education of white and colored children in 
separate schools. 


Mr. Fernando Wood laid down. In a resolu­ 
tion submitted by him, a programme for 
governmental reform on tbe most comprehen­ 
sive scale, and which may probably be re­ 
garded 
as 
embracing 
a new democratic 
platform. 
He demands that 
tbe 
repub­ 
lican party 
shall, 
through its 
legislstive 
and executive powers, provide for the im­ 
mediate reduction of direct taxation and 
import duties to a strict revenue standard; 
for 
the 
reduction 
of 
expenses 
and 
tbe abolition of sinecure offices; for the res- 
toratioQ to tbe people of the States and tbeir 
local governments of the rights originally pos- 
sessed by them under the constitution; for tbe 
abolition of governmental paper money and the 
restoration of bard cash ; for tbe reduction of 
the army to a peace footing; for the preven- 
tion of Treasury “bulling’’ and “bearing” in 
Wall street; for bringing tbe President and his 
Cabinet under the authority ol law and enforc­ 
ing their obedience to i t ; for restoring to the 
Southern States and people peace, prosperity 
and contentment, through the cessation of 
vindictive legislation and military interfer­ 
ence; 
for 
tbe 
revival 
of 
American 
commerce, 
tbe 
restoration 
of 
American 
credit and tbe reinauguration 
of 
repub­ 
lican simplicity; and for aiding in tbe full 
development of the agricultural, mineral and 
commercial resources of the country. 
There, 
indeed, is a programme which, If Mr. Wood 
could bave it carried out, would entitle him to 
be considered tbe very Hercules of Reiorm. 
But he proposes that the labor shall be per­ 
formed, if at all, not by himself and his party 
friends, but by tbe President, Congress and 
the republican party. 
Mr. Wood failed, how­ 
ever, to get the assent of the House even to 
the consideration of bis omnibus measure, the 
House having refused by a vote of 77 to 136, 
to allow tbe resolution to bo offered. 
Tbe next notable scheme that was aired in 
the House 
yesterday 
was a proposition, 
offered by Mr. Campbell, of Ohio (General 
Sobenck’s successor), requesting tbe President 
to commence negotiations with tbe British and 
Mexican governments for the annexation of 
Canada and Mexico. 
Mr. Banks was willing 
to bave tbe matter referred to his committee— 
that of Foreign Affairs, but Mr. Bingham, of 
Ohio, objected absolutely to its Introduction, 
and so the resolution was not received by the 
House. 
The recent official defalcations in the War 
Department and in the Treasurer’s office at­ 
tracted attention in both bouses.

through the wsrehonsing system, immense 
robberies are perpetrated on importers, and 
where appointments are made for mere parti­ 
san purposes, or even from personal motives. 
No action was taken on the resolution, but an 
Investlgstlon was ordered in the House on the 
late Treasury derslcatlons. 
Tbe question of final sdjonrnment 
has 
already presented itself, in the form of a pro­ 
position in the Senate to fix the day for the 
third Monday in May. 
No action was taken 
on it, but it is not to be supposed that the 
revenue reformers, who are In a majority In 
tbe House, will allow their game to be blocked 
in snch a manner. 
There will be a bard fight 
over tariff and istem al revenue duties before 
any agreement for a final adjournment is 
arrived a t; but, in the meantime, the House 
has agreed to a holiday adjournment from 
Thursday, the 21st of December, till Monday, 
the 8th of January. 
There is no question as

The members of the International societies 
who were arrested on Snnday last by tbe 
police, In oonsequenoe of the stupid and ill- 
timed order of the Board of Commissioners, 
were arraigned at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday, and were at once discharged 
by Justice Shandley. 
The charge made 
against them was of disorderly conduct, and 
tbe officers who made the arrest testified that 
tbe prisoners were shouting and disturbing tbe 
peace. 
Many persons who were present at 
tbe time assure us that this evidenoe is 
entirely inoorreot, and that the oonduot of the 
men arrested was as peaceable and orderly as 
it was possible to be; 
but, accepting the 
story of the officers as true. Justice Shandley 
found nothing in the oharge to warrant the 
detention of the prisoners, and so set them 
at liberty at once. 
It Is, therefore, evi­ 
dent that these five oitizens, all respect­ 
able workingmen, were taken in custody 
throngh the streets on Sunday afternoon, locked 
up in a station house all night, and placed at 
the bar of a Police Court in the morning, 
among a crowd of drunkards and felons, with­ 
out having been guilty ot any offence against 
the law. 
Whether this will be the end of the 
affair remains to be seen ; but it is certain that 
some person must be responsible for tbe unjust 
arrest and the violation of the rights of these 
men, and as tbe International is a powerful 
and influeutial body it is probable that tbe 
case may be brought up In another shape and 
before other authorities. 
Indeed, at the im­ 
posing meeting of the societies held last 
night, a full report of which is published in 
the H e b a l d to-day, it was indicated that the 
question of the personal rights of the mem­ 
bers would be taken to the Courts, and it is 
slated that Judge Edwards Pierrepont and 
others have already tendered their profes 
sional services to the International gratui­ 
tously In any legal proceedings they may 
think it advisable to Institute. 
There are varying rumors afloat as to the 
iufluences brought to bear upon the Police 
Commissioners to induoe them to commit the 
folly of interfering with the proposed Sunday 
parade of the societies. 
According to some 
accounts their object was to curry favor with 
the bigh-morality branch of tbe republican 
party, who are supposed to have matters 
all their own way In Albany, and to be pre­ 
pared to run the police machinery of tbe city 
of New York for the next few years in tbe 
interests of cant, conscience and cold water. 
Others affirm that Archbishop McCloskey was 
at the bottom of the prohibition, the Aroh- 
blshop being desirous of suppressing tbe Inter­ 
national, in the apprehension that a largo 
number of Catholics may be drawn Into Its 
ranks in violation of tbe order of tbe Ohuroh 
against secret societies. 
But we are assnred 
that there is no foundation for this aconsation. 
Arcbbiabop MoCloskey baa too much of tbe 
true American sentiment In him to be con­ 
cerned In any such folly. 
Another story, and 
one that reaches us well authenticated, is that 
the French Consul in New York drew up a 
formal protest against the proposed demon­ 
stration, in accordance with instructions from 
his government, and that he induced tbe 
consuls from other European governments, 
except those of Russia and Germany, to 
add 
tbeir 
signatures to the document. 
It 
is 
said 
that 
this 
paper 
was 
laid before 
tbe Police Board, 
and 
that 
tbe Commissioners decided to forbid the pa­ 
rade at the request of these intermeddling 
outsiders. 
Probably there may be some 
grain of truth in this last report, for we can­ 
not suppose that the action of the Police Com­ 
missioners would have been taken but for the 
application of some strong outside pressure. 
Tbe broad liberality of tbeir official oonduot 
for tbe past two years is a guarantee that they 
would not of their own free will have adopted 
any such arbitrary cdUrie. 
Have they not re­ 
cognized tbe righi of tbe people so disposed 
to get aa Intoxicated on a Sunday as on any 
other day of tbe week ? Have they not gen­ 
erously closed their eyes against the picayune 
matter of licenses, and suffered on the Sabbath 
as free a trade in rum as in religion ? 
Has 
there been any let or hindrance to tbe en­ 
joyment 
of 
tree 
fights 
between 
mid- 
night on 
Saturday 
and 
midnight 
on 
Sunday, with the exciting accompaniments 
of biting, gouging, stabbing and shooting? 
Have not the police looked oomplaoently on 
at target excursions, Jones’ Wood picnics 
and society parades. Sabbath after Sabbath, 
without a thought of the desecration of the 
day? 
It is absurd to suppose that men so 
thoroughly Imbued with liberal 
principles 
would of their own free will have forbidden 
tbe proposed memorial funeral procession of 
the Internationals as a moral and religious 
enormity on tbe first day of tbe week. 
At the meeting of the societies last night It 
was resolved to appoint a deputation to wait 
upon Governor Hoffman and request bis au­ 
thority to hold the demonstration as originally 
proposed, on the Sabbath. 
On the weli re­ 
membered occasion of the 12th of July pro­ 
cession Governor Hoffman evinced hia appre- 
oiatloa of tha rlghti of tbe people, and it la to be 


h<^edl that he will 
act 
now with tha 
wisdom and firmness that distinguished bis 
conduct then. 
He should remember that tbe 
propriety or Impropriety of a Sunday parade 
is not now at Issue; the question is whether, 
. 
in the partionlar instaaoe of the InternationalH 
a memorial funeral procession Is to be pro­ 
hibited vh?u the same thing has been suffered 
bfor ami over again In tbb city. 
The Gover­ 
nor is under no more obligation to leave the 
decision of this matter to the police authori­ 
ties than he was to suffer them to act their 
pleasure in regard to the Orange proceseiou. 
He Intervened to protect citizens in their 
personal rights

Indeed,

a violent opposition, growing out 
of prajo. 
dice aod bigotry, threatened a dangerotu col- 
lision on the famous 12tb of July, there is 
nothing to indicate any trouble at ail at the 
Internationals' demonstration, unless a ooa- 
flict should grow out of an unwarrantable 
interference 
with tbeir rights. 
Governor 
Hoffman, therefore, has it in bis power to 
insure the preservation of the peace by doing 
as be did five months ago and overruling the 
order of 
the Police Commissioners. 
Baf 
abonld bis decision be adverse to the pntyer 
of the deputation it is evident from iaai 
night’s proceedings that the societies, 
in­ 
censed at the arrest of some of tbeir nnmbar, 
are preparing to defy the police authorities, 
and to parade on Sunday next, 
th is propo­ 
sition does not meet the approval of all th« 
Internationals, many of them. Indeed, having 
been originally opposed to tbe Communist 
demonstraUon; but it is believed that thero 
are a sufficient number in favor of it to reader 
its attempt highly probable. 
In this event a 
disgraceful and dangerous street row may be 
the consequenoe; and we warn the poUoo 
authorities in advance that the people will 
hold them morally responsible for the resnlt. 
The police bave no better right and no more 
occasion

The best thing the Oommls- 
sioners can do is to recall their absurd and 
objectionable order, and to suffer Superln- 
tendeut Kelso to eat bis hot mutton fa peace 
on Sunday next.

The Eclipsa of tho Saa. 
*' 
On a line 
extending 
from the Sontk 
Pacific 
Ocean, 
northwestwardly 
through 
Australia, 
Ceylon, and 
British 
India, to 
the 
Arabian 
Sea, 
there 
was 
a 
total 
eclipse of the sun last night, which may 
be called this morning, in the far Eastero 
Hemisphere. 
Tbe soientiflc companies espe­ 
cially detailed to make observations of this 
eclipse are one English company in Australia, 
and another In Ceylon, and one or two Dutch 
corps in the island of Java. 
Since the intro­ 
duction into these observations of the photo­ 
graph and of that wonderful instrument, tha 
spectroscope, they have become exceedinglj 
interesting. 
From the formation of the lines 
of light on the lens of the spectroscope the 
burning substances from which the light is 
drawn can be ascertained. 
Thus it appeari 
that tbe rays from the sun disclose a large 
proportion of iron 
among the combusti- 
blea which 
make 
up 
that 
stupendous 
globe of fire; and that the same degred 
of heat applied to 
our atmosphere would 
speedily reduce our little planet to a body 
of gas. 
Tbe phenomena of these eclipses ol 
the sun, however, which men of science aeon 
most anxious to get at, are those immense pro­ 
jections of flame reaching out beyond tbe line 
of tbe moon’s shadow from fifty to a hundred 
thousand miles. 
But the question ma^ be > 
asked. What docs it ail signify ? We answei 
that in solving these mysteries of the sun and 
tbe moon we shall soon know bow to prediol 
tbe changing seasons on the earth and in dif­ 
ferent parts of tbe earth from year to year, so 
as to enable nations and communities to pro­ 
vide for seasons of plenty and seasons oí 
drought and famine. 
Our Signal Service Bu­ 
reau is doing good work in this direction, but 
when we get into the mysteries of tbe sun, ita 
light, heat and electrical force we shall know 
much more. 
We expect to learn something 
which will ultimately affect tbe price of buttez 
from tbe scientific observations of this eclipse.

Mr. Stillwell. Deputy Clerk of tne Oonrt, called 
over the names of the Jurors and proceeded to swear 
them. 
The first jnror called was Sinclair Tonsey. He 
was questioned as to whether he had formed any 
optnton of the case fPom what he had read of It 
in tho newspapers. He replied that he bad formed 
no opinion or impression about it one way or the 
other. Mr. Tonsey was sworn. 
Mr. Shaw was interrogated in the same way. He 
wa3 challenged by the defence and set aside.

Mr. Plerrepont opened the case to the Jury on be­ 
half or the goverumeut. His statement occupied 
nearly an hour m delivery, lie said that a very 
serious matter having befallen tbe Dlstnct Attorney 
(Judge Davis), a sad affllcUou having happened In 
Ills family In the death of his daughter, made 
him call ou him (Mr. Pierreponij toaitfuim lathe 
trial or two cases tnen pressing. 
It was in con- 
sequeuce of that that he (Mr. Plerrepont) appeared 
before them. The indictment whlcn tney were 
about to try charged tbe defeudant, Minor, with 
countcrieitlng; with having m his uossesslon coun­ 
terfeit plates lor the purpoM ot makiug counterfeit 
moner, and wlin having passed counterfeit oionev. 
It was upon that indictment they were now going 
to tnal. 
Of coarse, as tney were all men of 
rank lo life and Intelligence, they knew what 
was meant by that charge ot councerfeitmg, 
and they needed no expianauon (rom him. 
Tne duty of the government would bo to 
present tho evidence, and they would ask the jury 
10 find such verdict as that evldenco warranted. It 
was a satisiacUou to him, and he dared say to the 
court and to connsel on the other aide,that they had 
examined each man on me Jury, and that they thus 
lonnd each of them coming with minds Iree irom 
bias, ready lo listen to the evidence and find a ver­ 
dict In accordance with that evidence and with the 
law as the Coort should lay it down. It wonId be 
hU dnt.v to present as well as be could and as briefly 
as might be the evidence which the government had 
in their possession, aud which they believed pointed 
to the defendant as a countorlclter guilty of this 
crime. As they weU knew, m all clvUlzed countries, 
this crime was ol me higher order, in many Chrla- 
Uan countries it had been 
PUNISHED W ITH IIBATH; 
bnt in oor country it was subiecied to a lighter pun­ 
ishment. With us It varied from live years to a 
longer term of tmprlsonmeni, according to me dls. 
creilon of the Court, which was always more or less 
Inflneuced by the peculiar circumstances of tbe 
cases. It was not diiUcuU to detect me passing of 
counterfeit money; mat was easy. But aoifflcul- ____ 
ty arose when tho government came up to the point ) inre. 
of finding out wUo made me counterfeit money. 
Counterfeit money, as a general thing, was passed 
upon persons in the lower ranks ol life, upon the 
Ignorant and the bumble. It was passed In small 
quantlUes, and waa manufactured by persons of a 
higher order of life, and could be manufactured by 
no other. It required skilful workmen to prepare 
paper, plates, presses and chemicals for the printing 
of tilts couoterielt money, so that it shall bo passed 
on to deceive tne community. This requlied great 
skill and capacity and a large amount ol money 
No poor mau could iiianufaciure counterfeit money 
He could not meet with success. He could not have 
presses or plates or paper skilfully manufactured, 
nor skilful colors, nor ink, nor workmen. It was no 
interest lo the government, in a pecuuiary point of 
view. Whether counierfeii money passed or not, 
because they never redeemed it. It was detected 
by cxperu in the government employ, ana 
the government never redeemed It. it was the 
rarest thing in me world for banics to take counter­ 
feit money. The injury, in the chlolest degree, was 
done to the community, falling on ibe mure mode­ 
rate and humbler classes of society. The learned 
gentleman instanced the case ol a poor and inno­ 
cent mau passing upon a merchant a ten dollar or 
twenty dollar couniorfeii bill that had oeon shoved 
upon him and getting arrested for this. He Dad to 
get lawyers to defend him, aud if he could not find 
bail he must remain in prison, because he was poor 
and Ignorant. That great crime was perpetrated on 
the poor by those lu higher circles—by those who 
manulactured this money in this skilful way and 
passed it upon mo community. This trial will be a 
remarkable trial, it goes to 
THB BRAD CRNTRB 
Of the crime. It brought into view the costly 
presses, tho skilful working of the plates, the men 
that were engaged in this crime. They would trace 
It to its centre, and reveal how tbe ining was done. 
The manuiacturers of counterfeit money or ilieir 
confederates, as a general thing, never have pos­ 
session of the couuierleit money whioh is put upon 
the community. They are alwavs engaged in some 
other occupation—some ostensible work which is 
respecUble. I'hey liave money. They have talent. 
Thcr have skill. They have in some out of (ne way 
place in this city, which was 
THR OREAT CENTKB OF C’OUNTKBFKITlNa, 
their powerful presses, wim which to print 
money; their manuiacturers to make paper; they 
had imitated this patent paper which me govern­ 
ment had prepared, called 
“ FIBKK I'A PBH .” 
Me would produce large quaiiiitlos of this paner 
seized in the present o«se. These men liad tbeir 
works concealed in

while the man wiio was at the head of the bnslness 
waa sway lu some other locality, attending to other 
business, and ooiv met his ounfederaies in times 
and plaies of security.

‘‘No, there is nobody bnt us around here;” I waa 
to give mm f 600 in good money for tne counterfeit 
$6.000; I sometimes paid Minor for counterfeit 
money when I got It, and sometimes I did 
not; I gave this package of counierfett money

(The package of $6,000 in counterfeit money 
was here shown to the witness, who idenMfien It as 
the one he got ITom Minor.)

THE HETHODNT PREACHERS. 


No More LegUIntive 8ectnrian Appropria. 
tions—The Progrem of Chrlsiianlty and the 
Relative fSrowth of Proteste ntism and 
rattaolielnm In Heathen Countries. 
At the late 8Ute Convention of Methodists, held 
In Syracuse, a strong and determined opposition 
was made to any fnture legislative grants for 
sectarian purposes, and, as a first fruits of this 
purpose, a committee of ministers was appointed 
yesterday by the Preachers’ Association to dovlse 
means to provide the Old Ladles’ Home, in West 
Forty-second street, with an Income equal to the 
annual grant of the Legist atare of $s,ooo to that 
iDstttutlon. The lady managers ot the Home held a 
meeting a few days ago, when a letter received 
irom a couple of gentlemen, enclosing two 
$10 subscriptions, was read, and the suggestion 
was made that a number of sabscrlptioas m 
this amount be raised annually by tbe friends of the 
Bome, so as to place it beyond the influence of the 
sectarian appropriations. The ladies thereupon de­ 
cided to ormg the matter before tho Preachers’ Asso­ 
ciation. and Rev. Drs. King, Curry and Wlllls and 
Messrs. 0. C. North and G. J. Hamilton were ap­ 
pointed tne committee to devise aud mature a plan 
to bring the subject prominently before the Metho­ 
dist churches of this city. The Legislature will soon 
meet, aud the nnual uppropriauuus will ue looked 
lor, and will be given unless they are opposed from 
the outset. And mauy members of tho incoming 
Legislature are already pledged against voting lor 
one dollar for sectarian purposes. The committee 
will report its action lo the prcacliers’ moetiug next 
weex. 
The Rev. Dr, Currt delivered an admlr.ible ad­ 
dress before the preachers on the present outlook 
ot the world as being favorable to Christianity. He 
held most decided opinions in favor of tho present 
age being oeiter tnan any tbat preceded IL That 
politically, socially, morally and religiously the peo­ 
ple of the world are far In advance of and much 
better off than any preceding age. From his tracing 
of tne Church’s mstory, tho Proiesuni Reforma­ 
tion of tne sixteenth century was not a reformai 
at ail, but a development of principles whlcn 
been at work within tho Catholic foid for a thousand 
years. And tbe present schisms in tne chnrch of 
Rome are but a oontluuation of this development 
process, from which De hoped great result, probably 
twofold—a separation of tho -old Catholics” from 


Rev. Dr. BUTLRK, late Superintendent of Methodist 
Missions in India, presented some luteresilng statis­ 
tics of the progress of Chrlstianliy, lioth of the 
Catholic and Protestant types. In lieathen countries, 
and from them took a yery nupefm view of the in- 
tnre. He finds ihat the Cathol^ church, basing its 
converts of all ages upon Its baptisms, has over six 
million of heathen adherents, while tho various 
forms of Protestantism bave a little leas than three 
mUlion members, accepted on profession of faith in 
Christ. But tne Oaiholio church has had us mls.slons 
among the heathen for 350 years, while ihe Protest- 
anrs have been engaged thus but seventy yeara He 
expected of course soon to .see tne lattor greatly out­ 
strip me former in membera as It does now in every 
Older interest. The missionary collections of the 
Cathollo church for heathen missions are in round 
numbers annually $900,000. while those of the Pro­ 
testant denominatious reach nearly seven millions 
of doilara 
This subject was continued over for further discus­ 
sion next week.

Tbe Jurors lo 
Court were empanelled for the November tsm i. 
which Judge Bedford continued up to me present 
time. The Recorder said it was a grave quesUon,. 
but (or the purposes of this trial ho would OTerruW 
the objection. 
THE rnOSBCUTION. 
Mr. SuLLiTAN opened the case for tbe prosecu­ 
tion, and called

to the house of Mrs. Byrnes, tho prisoner, in Ciln-' 
ton street, between Broome and Delanoey; Mrs. 
Conch opened the door; thtre was another lady 
going out as they went in; Mrs. Byrnes asked

conld do for ber,

where she was going to live; Mary replied, 
with her aunt;

Mrs. Byrnes went into a small room togetOer, and 
they came out in three or four minntes alter; the 
prisoner said to Mary m at she wonid bave ber child 
in a couple of days, and told her to u ke soma biliou 
pills and Dover’s powders that night; that Bh« would 
be able to walk around the whole time, and woald 
be well in three or lour days; the prisoner told Mary 
If that operation did not Uke effect sbe tutgbt eome 
back on Tncsday week; Mary asked tbe nriaouer to 
go Into the entry and see if anybody waa mere, mat 
she was afraid of her sister; the prtsouer said, 
‘‘There ts nobody there: you need not be airald; I

up the business; she rcplieu sue did uot want to get 
In trouble eitUcr. 
Mary Klee sworn—I was arrested ta lie Clintob 
street; went to see Mrs. Byrnes there on the 2»m of 
August and had a conversation with her. (The cwo- 
versuiion was excluded for the present.) 
Dr. Bllvcn testified tnat at tbe request of Dr. 
James be attended Mary Kuareil on the 26Ui of An- 
gust, at 21 Ridge street, and found her very mnca 
prostrated; he prescribed the proper remedlesi 
saw her the following day and she wRScomfoltabiel 
be supposed that she was anfferlug from sponta-' 
neous aimnlon, but he could not toll whether it wm 
produced by artificial or natural means ITom the 
cursory examination be made. 
Dr. Janies, who had previously attended tM 
deceased, said that she told him ane was enoetnte 
and had been taking connteractlug medicine: slw 
said mat she procured the inedtcme from Dr. Tally. 
Dr. Marsh, the Deputy Coroner, testified tbat h« 
made a pospmoriem examination of the body of 
Mary Bussell; found evidences of Inflammation of 
the womb; in his opinion death was caused by 
meiro-perltoniUs, produced by an abortion.

than all the pest houses of the city Tne people 
nave some rights, and they were bound to nave 
them respected. Tie moment these corporations 
encroached upon tnelr liberties the people would 
arise m their might and hurl tne corporations irom 
power The Har em Railroad Comnan/ Had got 
the right or way free, and we should cave some 
benefit from it instead of a nuisance Every one of 
the acts of lie Legislature provides that the Legis- 
lature shall have the right to repeal them. The 
people can take away every pnvlege given tnem.

Tlio prostration that, followed 'lie more violent 
stages of the fever has continued so long as 
to leave a fatal termination almost certain. 
A great nation already mourns him as dead. 
The people are waiting breathlessly for the 
confirmation of their worst fearn. 
Tho palace 


is in gloom. A wife about to be widowed 
weeps and 
refuses 
comfort; 
a 
widowed 


mother, with Ihe old wounds of her heart 
bleeding afresh, bends in anguish over tho 
deathbed of her Crst-born son,- and helpless 
children, 
with wet 
eyes, sympathetically 


yielding to influences 
which they cannot 


explain, lend intensity to ths all-prevailing 
sorrow. 


All ottr reports go to show lhat the excite- 


ment in London and throughout the British 
Isles is almost, if not entirely unprecedented, 
and the feeling is general that iu tbe present 
condition of the empire the death of the heir to 
the throne will be really a national calamity. 
All kinds of stocks have gone down, and the 
money market generally is depressed. Wher- 
ever, throughout the three kingdoms, the 
painful intelligence flashed across the tele- 
graphic wires has been received, the hopeless 
condition, of the Prince is tbe one absorbing- 
topic of conversation, and grief is depicted on 
every countenance. The importance of tbe 
approaching event is felt, not in the British 
Isles alone, but in every one of the vast and nu- 
merous dependencies of the British Crown, and, 
indeed, in every great centre of population 
throughout the civilized world. The corain? 
death of the Prince Is as much talked of. 
and its probable results are as mucft can- 
vassed in New York and Washington, In 
Toronto and Quebec, in Bombay and Cal- 
cutta, in Berlin and St. Petersburg, in Paris 
and Vienna, in Home and Constantinople, as in 
London or Liverpool, in Edinburg or Glas- 
gow, in Dublin or Belfast. 
With the presence 


of death we are all more or less familiar. It 
is no wonderful thing that death should come 
to the palace. Princes are not. any more than 
peasants, exempted from the common fate of 
humanity. But it is not every day that a 
Prince of Wales, the heir of the grandest of 
the European monarchies, the prospective 
c'nef of an empire on wMeli the sun never i 
ceases to shine, himself still in the heyday of 
life, passes away from the scenes of living 
men. 
The august position of the dying Prince, 


tbe grandeur of his prospects, his youth and 
all the Interesting family surroundings, lend 
to this sad event an interest and invest it with 
an importance to which no one, whatever 
his race or whatever his creed, whatever his 
country or whatever Ms clime, can afford to 
be indifferent. 


No such darkness has gathered over—no 


such sorrow has fallen upon the British gov- 
ernment and people since the death of the 
Prince Consort In 1861. 
Then the sorrow 


was, indeed, deep and general; for It was felt 
that a good, a great and useful man had been 
taken away. It is true that Prince Albert 
was more honored. In Ms death, than in his 
life; 
but It Is not 
less true that the 


entire body of the people have since had time 
to learn ho w^great a calamity befell them in the 
death of Albert the Good. 
Much as the 


Prince of Wales will be lamented, unaffected 
as will be tbe tears which are shed, aad j 
nonsst as will be the sympathy extended to 
tbe Princess, to the Queen and to all the 
more Immediate sufferers, the general grief 
wonld not have been less sincere, the' 
sympathy would not have been less genuine 


those who remember llmt viRil will admit Hint 
Ihe Iionom then paid him bnvw been but im- 
perfectly repeated in the casa of the Grand 
Duke Alexis. 
In J802, accompanied by Dean 


Stanley, ho travelled in the East, visiting 
Egypt and Palestine, and among other things 
inspecting the grave of Abraham in the field of 
Macpclah. 
More than onco public testimony 


has been borne to tbe fact that he is well 
read in history. 
He is a respectable linguist; 


in Greek and Latin he In fairly versed, and 
iu several of tbe European tongues ho c;iu 
write with ease and grace aud speak with 
fluency. 
His musical attainments are said to 


be good. 
In recent years he has given proof 


that he has Inherited some of his father'? talent, 
and latterly he has been quite succesful iu 
his society and after-dinner speeches. 
There 


is no reason why such a man, should he be 
spared, should not prove himself to bo a popu- 
lar and efficient ruler. Should it be his for- 
tune to reach tbe throne, and should he in 
such a case realizs his position and gird him- 
self for his proper work, the British people 
would pardon the indiscretions of youth, 
and Albert the First might pass into history 
as one of the popular sovereigns of England. 
If, however, his life should be spared and no 
change should take place in his habits, his ac- 
cession to the throne might be attended with 
trouble and his tenure of power might be inse- 
cure. His life-drama, however, is now nearly 
ended, and the English throne will probably 
never bs honored or dishonored by his occu- 
pancy. 


The death of the Prince will be but little 


likely to make any immediate change in the 
government of Great Britain. 
The Queen 


has been pronounced, on good authority, to 
be as capable of discharging the duties of her 
high office as ever she was; and It is 
reasonable to take It for granted that this 
fresh sorrow, while it will stifle all discontent, 
will rally around her all ranks and classes of 
the people, and secure for her their hearty 
sympathy and support. If the - Queen should 
oa an early day desire to retire from the cares 
of State it will be quite as easy to appoint a 
regency If the Prince should die as it would 
be to invest him with the crown should he 
live. The Duke of Edinburg is more a popular 
favorite than is his brother, and, falling the 
Duke, of Bdiaburg, the Princess Alexandra, 
as mother and guardian of the youthful 
heir apparent, would command the confidence 
of all. The death of the Prince of Wales 
will be an irnmgdhte national sorrow, 
but 


it -n-ill not be regarded as an Irreparable 
national loss, Ia one respect this death will 
be accepted as a world-wide lesson. Youth, 
slrength, wealth, science, care and dutifnl 
hearts and hands have all fought for the pres- 
ervation of his life; bat it is almost certain 
that Death. In spite of all, will claim his 
victim and come forth, the conqueror. So 
must It be until tie griai and merciless 
mower shall have gathered ia his last sheaf.

the-precepts of his father. Many hard things 
have been said of the Prince during Ms life- 
time. It Is not lo be denied that some of the 
reports put into circulation regarding his pri- 
vate character are true. It must at the same 
time be admitted that some of the reports 
are false and that many of them are exagge- 
rated. He has never been ranch of a popular 
favorite. Even in his boyhood he was less 
successful than his brother Alfred in winning 
the public confidence. Since his father's death, 
bat more particularly since his marriage, he 
has shown a grievous want of discretion. It 
is possible that he has not been an offender 
above the mass of the young men of his age 
and order; but he has paraded his sins with 
an ostentatious recklessness totally unpar- 
donable.

The members of the International societies 


who were arrested on Sunday last by the 
police, in consequence of the stupid and ill- 
timed order of the Board of Commissioners, 
were arraigned at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday, and were at once discharged 
by Justice Shandley. 
The charge made 


against them was of disorderly conduct, and 
the officers who made tho arrest testified that 
the prisoners were shouting and disturbing the 
peace. Many persons who were present at 
the time assure us that this evidence is 
entirely incorrect, and that the conduct of tho 
men arrested was as peaceable and orderly as 
it was possible to be; 
but, accepting the 


story of the officers as true, Justice Shandley. 
found nothing in the charge to warrant ihe 
detention of the prisoners, and so set them 
at liberty at once. 
It is, therefore, evi- 


dent that these five citizens, all respect- 
able workinguien, were taken In custody 
through the streets on Sumlay afternoon, locked 
up In a station house all nig'at, and placed at 
tha bar of a Police Court in the mornlag. 
among a crowd of drunkards and felons, with- 
out having b^en guilty of any offence against 
the law. Whether this will be the end of the 
affair remains to be seen ; but It is certain that 
some person must be responsible for the uajust 
arrest and the violation of tbe rights of these 
rasa, and as the International Is a powerful

of heat applied to our atmosphere would 
speedily reduce onr little planet to a body 
of gas. 
The phenomena of these eclipses of 


the sun, however, which men of science seem 
most anxious to get at, are those Immense pro- 
jections of flame reaching out beyond the Una 
of the moon's shadow from fifty to a hundred 
thousand miles. 
But the question may ba 


asked. What docs It all signify ? We answer 
that in solving these mysteries of the sua and 
ihe moon we shall soon know how to predict 
the changing seasons on the earth and in dif- 
ferent parts of the earth from year to year, BO 
as to enable nations and communities to pro- 
vide for seasons of plenty and seasons of 
drought and famine. 
Our Signal Service Ko- 


rean is doing good work In this direction, but 
when we get into the mysteries of tbe sun, its 
light, heat and electrical force we shall know 
much more. We expect io learn something 
which will ultimately affect ihe price of butter 
from the scientific observations of this eolipsa.
